Someone has 
well said that Genesis is the seed 
plot of the Bible. In it we have the 
beginnings of so many things— 
the beginnings of the heaven and 
the. earth; the-beginning- of man- 
kind, the beginning of the nations, 
the beginning of God’s chosen peo- 
ple Israel—and practically every 
doctrine afterwards unfolded in the 
Bible is set fourth in germ or in 
type or symbol in Genesis. When 
we come to Revelation, the last 
book in the Bible, we see what the 
final result is going to be, the har- 
vest of all the sowing through the 
centuries, both of good and of evil. 
And we see our Lord Jesus Christ 
at last crowned with glory’ and 
honor, He who, because of His 
infinite love, and grace, once be- 
came a little lower than the angels 
and tasted death for every man.

Of Daniel

that he offered to confer any favor 
on the Jews. Alexarfler ante-dated 
Antiochus more than 150 years. 

“3. Daniel and his three com- 
panions are referred to in I Macca- 
-bees 2:49-60, in such a way as to 
dead us to -believe the. book was 
extant when this apocryphal writ- 
ing was composed. 

“4. Ezekiel testifies both to the 
existence and character of Daniel, 
14:14-20. In 28:3, there is a man- 
ifest allusion to Daniel’s wisdom as 
a revealer of secrets, ‘a resolver of 
doubts.’ It seems clear that Ezekiel 
knew of the prophet’s interpreta- 
tion of Nebuchadnezzar’s dream, 
and of the handwriting on the wall 
of Belshazzar’s palace. This wit- 
ness is all the more important bhe- 
cause the two prophets were con- 
temporaries, and no one doubts the 
authenticity of Ezekiel’s book. 

“5. Our Lord sets his seal to the 
reality of Daniel’s official charac- 
ter and the truth of his prediction, 
Mt. 24:15. Christ teaches that this 
prediction of Daniel still remained 
to. be fulfilled when he uttered the 
memorable discourse, that is, more 
than a century and a half after 
the ar i of Antiochus.* 

"6, e records of ancient Baby- 
lon as deciphered by archaeologists 
harmonzie with the statements of 
the prophet. In many minute par- 
ticulars Daniel has been vindicated 
by modern research. The words of 
M. Lenormant. deserve serious at- 
tention: ‘The more the knowledge 
(of the cuneiform texts advances, 
the. more is felt the necessity to 
revise (correct) the too hasty con- 
demnation of the book of Daniel 
by the German exegetical school’ 
La Magie, page 14).”

“These signs shall follow them 
that believe.” Certain signs come 
only in response to faith. Those 
miracles here promised are only 
for those who have faith for them. 
The Scripture does not mean that 
every one who is saved will have 
these signs following. Those who 
trust the Lord for salvation get 
salvation. Those who trust the Lord 
for other blessings get other bles- 
sings. So those to whom God gives 
faith for any of these particular 
signs, will have these signs. 

Yes, this Scripture is good for 
today, as it was good in the time 
of Christ. 

We should understand that it 
never was intended that every 
Christian go about working mir- 
acles at will. That is not the way 
they did it when Christ did His 
work on earth in Judaea. That was 
not the way the New Testament 
Christians did after Pentecost. 
Only in unusual cases and in ans- 
wer to unusual faith, in some time 
of need, were miracles wrought.

prove that they had great faith. 
Such miraculous blessings only 
came in particular cases when God 
gave faith for them. For example, 
only twice in the New Testament 
that I récall, after Jesus ascended 
to Heaven, did Christians raise 
anybody from the dead or have 
the dead raised in answer to their 
prayer of faith. Peter had one such 
experience with Dorcas (Acts 9:36- 
43). Paul likewise had only ‘one 
such experience, with Eutychus, 
(Acts 20:9-12). Even the healings 
mentioned in the book of Acts are 
very infrequent. Miracles are not 
for show and they are only given 
in answer to special faith at the 
necessary time. 


“In my name they shall cast out 
devils.” A few of the Christians 
in the book of Acts cast out devils 
a few times. In modern times there 
are well authenticated cases when 
good Christians of great faith have 
cast out devils. I suggest that you 
read the book, “PASTOR HSI, 
ONE OF CHINA’S CHRISTIANS,” 
where there are well authenticated 
accounts of devils cast out in China 
in modern times, vouched for by 
the China Inland Mission. Other 
responsible missionaries have given 
Similiar accounts. 


“They shall speak with new ton- 
gues.” Literally, this means that 
Christians, when given’ special 
faith for it, would have the miracle 
of being able to speak in a foreign 
language they had not learned. 
This is: exactly what happened at 
Pentecost, where the hearers said, 
“Behold, are not all these which 
speak Galileans? And how hear we 
every man in his .own tongue, 
wherein we were born?” (Acts 2:7, 
8). Sixteen nationalities of people 
there said, “We do hear them 
speak in our tongues the wonderful 
works of God” (Acts 2:11). That 
3 the “speaking in tongues” of the 

ible. The tongues of the New Tes- 
tament never were a jabber that 
people did not understand, never 
were a heavenly language without 
earthly meaning. Always the word 
tongues in the New Tes- 
tament refers to regular languages 
which somebody speaks. If people 
were given power to speak Chin- 
ese, for example, when they met 
Chinese people who needed the gos- 
pel and there was no other way to 
preach to them except by a mir- 
acle, that would be speaking in 
tongues in the Bible. Such a mir- 
acle would only be given in ans- 
wer to special faith and in a time 
of particular need. 


This gift of tongues is often 
imitated, and people pretend to 
speak in tongues who are really 
only hysterical or sometimes are 
deliberately deceiving others. At 
Corinth people imitated this gift, 
but in that case they simply learn- 
ed foreign languages and then 
spoke in them. Paul commanded 
that’ no one was to speak in a 
foreign language except somebody 
present could understand him and 
tell others what he said. This Scrip- 
ture in Acts 16:17 has no reference 
to the modern tongues movement, 
which is unScriptural. 


“They shall take up serpents.” 
This does not mean that any Chris- 
tian should deliberately take up 
such snakes and be bitten to show 
their faith. Christianity never was 
just a spectacle, a show for the 
curious. And no one should tempt 
God by putting himself in danger, 
to show what a good Christian he 
is. No Christian in Bible times, 
either before Jesus gave this com- 
mand, nor afterward, ever went 
about picking up snakes and put- 
ting on a show of their faith, 
trusting the Lord to keep the pois- 
on from killing them, when they 
deliberately got bitten to be Seen 
of man. t is not what Jesus 
meant here. 


Rather, what Jesus meant is 
illustrated by what happened to 
Paul in Acts 28:3-6. As Paul help- 
ed build the fire a viper, a small 
and poisonous snake, came out. of 
the heat and bit Paul. All the 
others expected Paul to die at once, 
ras other people usually did from 
the poison. Instead, Paul shook off 
the snake in the fire, and God 
wonderfully counteracted the a 
on so it did not hurt Paul. Paul 
was not making a show and he 
did not get bitten on purpose. God 
simply means that when we are 
in trouble we should trust the 


Lord, and where He gives faith, 


He will deliver us from such a 
danger. | 

“And if they drink any deadly 
thing, it shall not hurt them.” In 
those days even more than now 
people were in constant danger 
from what they ate and drank. 
Water systems were not pure. Any 
person might drink something 
poisonous or full of disease germs 
without knowing it. But a Chris- 
tian was encouraged to trust the 
Lord in such matters, and as God 
gave him faith for protection, then 
deadly things he might acciden- 
tally drink would not hurt him. 
Certainly no Bible Christian was 
ever encouraged to make a spec- 


tacle, deliberately showing off be- . 


fore the crowd, drinking poison and 
then claiming. that because he was 
a good Christian it would not hurt 
him. That was not the purpose of 
the promise, and no Christian in 
Bible times ever took it that way. 
People who do such things are try- 
ing to appeal to the flesh and mak- 
ing a public show of their faith, 
instead of praying to God in Secret 
as the Scripture commands us to 
do. 

“They shall lay hands on the 
sick, and they shall recover.” Only 
occasionally in New ‘Testament 
times was this gift given. Praise 
the Lord that it was sometimes 
given and that sometimes it is 
given today. I do not know that 
anyone in Bible times had conrtin- 
ually the gift of healing. There is 
no intimation that anybody in Bi- 
ble times ever went around and 
that everybody he touched got 
well, as was true of Jesus, when 
He wanted it to be true. So, the 
workihg of this miracle is always 
in answer to faith. If God gives 
faith for healing, then God will 
give healing; but if God does not 
give faith for healing, then He will 
not give healing. These signs fol- 
low them that believe for these 
signs. I thank God that I know of 
a good number of people who have 
been wonderfully healed in modern 
times. Some of them were healed 
in answer to their own prayer of 
faith. Often others joined with the 
sick to pray for healing. Sometimes 
healing came instantly when the 
hand of some man of God was laid 
upon their head. Other times it 


came socn,- Sometimes God helped... 


people to trust Hini Ly ~allowims 
them to use oil and as they put oil 
upon the forehead or head of the 
sick person, representing the Holy 
Spirit of God; they were enabled 
to trust the Lord for the healing of 
the sick. But it is not oil that heals. 
It is “the prayer of faith shall save 
the sick,’”’ says James 5:14. In an- 
swer to faith, God does often heal 
the sick. He does not do it for a 
spectacle. He does not want to 
heal everybody. Sickness is some- 
times better than health. And 
sometimes God wants His own 
saved ones to come to Heaven. Yet 
here is a clear promise that when 
God gives faith for it, we should 
expect wonderful healings of the 
sick in answer to prayer. 


I laid my hands upon the head 
of a woman who had spent two 
years in the state hospital for tu- 
bercular. patients near Kerrville, 
Texas, and’ ‘then had been sent 
home by the government officials, 
to die. Already her two children 
had been given away and she lay 
weakly awagting the next hemor- 
rhage which would mean death. 
But in answer to faith as I prayed 
a simple prayer, God healed her 
tubercular lungs. In two weeks’ 
time she was up. She was doing all 
her housework and her washing. 
Six months later when I saw her 
she was-the picture of health, had 
guined forty pounds, was strong 
and beautiful. Four years later I 
saw her again and still she had 
had no recurrence of tuberculosis. 
I have not had a great many cases 
of such wonderful healings, but 
thank God I have seen some, and 
I know that where God gives the 
faith,-He heals the sick. . 

God does not pick out favorites, 
and do things for them that He 
does not want to do for others. I 
do not invite anybody to write 
me and-ask me to pray for their 
healing. If God wants to heal you, 
He would be as willing to hear 
your prayer as to hear mine.

Moses had appeared from the 
desert when they were’ getting 
along beautifully, and prosperity 
from every standpoint in gospel. 
When Moses said he had come to 
deliver them, they would have 
laughed in his face. They would 
have said, “Land of plenty! We 
have got all the land or plenty 
we want right here. We have 
money, friends, fame, comfort, — 
everything that heart could de- 
sire.’”’ They would have no interest 
whatever in the promise of a land 
flowing with milk and honey be- 
yond the Red Sea and the wilder- 
ness. But stung to the quick by 
the suffering they were enduring 
they gladly looked to God for 
deliverance.
